offence from the Commissioners. 


The changes made in this section are very important, ‘Their object 
will be gxplained by the fallowing quotation : 

«On the subject of bye-laws, tht provisions of the existing Act, which 
were reproduced (with an inconsiderable alteration) in the Bill as origi- 
nally drafted, have been found in practice to be inconvenient. The 
section first specifies certain matters in respect of which bye-aws may be 
made, and then gives power wo make bye-laws generally for the pur- 
poses of the Act. This has led (as Mr. Kilby has pointedgout in his 
uote) to some uncertainty as to whether this general power extends 
to casesewhich do not fall under any one of the specified classes ; and 
different legal advisers of Government have held different views upon 
this point. We think that a general power to make bye-laws should be 
given, and that it is needless to particularize in the Bill the subjects 
to which such bye-laws may apply.” 

“ Bye-law,” or perhaps more correctly “by-law,” is derived from the 
Scandinavian “by,” a town or borough, and therefore, originally meant 
atown or borough law. It afterwards came to man a rule or law 
passed by any Corporation. Wharton defines bye-laws as “the rules, 
regulations, and constitutious of Corporations for the government of 
their members.” Blackstone remarks, that it is one of the inherent 
rights of Corporations ‘to make by-laws or private statutes for the 
better government of the Corporation, which are binding on themselves, 
unless contrary to the law of the land, when they are void. This is 
alsg included by law iu the very act of incorporation, for as natural 
reason is given to the natural body for the governing it, so® by-laws 
or statutes are a sort of political reason to® govern the body politic,” 
1 Bl. Com, 476. “And this is held to bea right so mach of course, 
that when a charter of incorporation gave to a select body of the 
members a power to make bye-laws as to certain specified matters, it 
‘was held that the body at large was nevertheless at liberty to legislate 
with regard to all matters not s0 specified "—4 Steph. Com., 13. 

Grant, in his treatise on the Law of Corporations, holds, that the inhe- 
rent right of Corporations to make bye-laws is by no means of 69 
general a nature. The following extracts bear upon the question : 

“Where it is necessary for the accomplishment of the dbjecta of their 
incorporation, a body politic has as an incident to it, the power of mak. 
ing bye-laws, and of enforcing them by penalties; and such bye-lawe 
in the case of Municipal Corporations, and of other corporations entrusted 
with local, popular, or territorial government, will bind both members 
‘and strangers, and not members of the Corporation only.” 

+ “A bye-law is a rule obligatory on a body of persons or over a par. 
cula? district, not being st variance with the general laws of the realm, 
and being reasonable and adapted to the purposes of the Corporation ; 
and any rule or ordinance of a permanent character, which a co! 

4s empowered to make either by the common or statute law.” 
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Ti appears to be clear from the extract from the preliminary report 
of the Select Committee already quoted, that the phe made in. this 
section are intended to enlarge. and not to restrict, the powers of the 
Ovmmissioners with regard to the making of bye-laws. It would seem, 
therefore, that they may now make all the classes of bye-laws specified 
in section 313 of the former Act, as well as any others, which may be 
necessary for carrying out the purposes of the present. Act. ‘The classes 
of bye-laws specified in section 313. —. omitting the general class at the 
end of the section —, were as follows :— 

(a) Regulating the conduct of business at their meetings. 

(4) Regulating the time and mode of collecting taxes, 

(c) Regulating the conduct of persons emplyed by them. 

(d) For the prevention of the constrf&ction or opening.of cesspbols. 

(e) Regulating the disposal of offcnaive matter, rubbish, and dead 

bodies of animals. 

(F) For the regulation and management of privies. 

(g) RegMating traffic in the streets, 

(2) Regplating or prohibiting the use of fire-balloons, fireworks, fire- 

. <, fms, or other missiles (sic) in the vicinity of public roads. 

(i) For the registration of births and deaths. . 

Whatever other bye-laws the Commissioners may, or may not. pass, 
there seems no reason to doubt that that they may make bye-lawr of all 
the classes above specified. 

The bye-lnws which a Municipal Corporation is empowered to pass, 
may be divided into three classes :— 

1.) Those which are binding on the members of the Corporation only, 
such as bye-Inws regulating the conduct of business at their 
meetings. 

(2.) Those which are binding on the servants of the Corporation only, 
such as rules regulating their conduct. 

(3.) Those which are binding on the subjects of the Corporation, or 
the public generally. such as laws relating to nuisances. 

Now, in the case of class (1), penalties are practically out of the 
question. As regards class (2). they are usually annecessary. aud are 
therefor@ seldom prescribed. Bye-laws of the third clara would obviously 
be inoperative without penalti&s, Of the three classes. it appenrs therefore 
that only the third are laws in the sense in which that term is used in 
modern legislation. ‘The other two classes, from a modern point of view, 
must be regarded as rules only. According t» Austin positive laws are 
commands addressed by Sovereigns to their subjects. imposing o duty or 
obligation on those subjects, and threatening a sanction or penalty in 
the event of disobedience to the command ; and accor@ing to this defini- 
tion the two first classes enumerated are ‘obviously not positive laws, 
or laws proper. at all. As Maine has, however, clearly shewn (Early 
History of Instftutions, Lects, XU and XIII) the theories of Austin as 
to the essential attributes of laws are only applicable to mowern and 
highly centralized States. ‘The term bye-law dates back to a much less 
centralized stage of society, and to a much more primitive and less 
analytical conception of the nature of law. 

‘Tried by the modern standard. it could not be said that under the 
common law of England, bye-lawa were penal laws at all. No indict- 
jent lies at common law for the breach of a bye-law, and thesonly 
method of enforcing the penalty was by action of debt or aseumprit. 
‘The only exception was where a local custom allowed of the enforce- 
ment of the penalty by distress, 
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‘The following important provision contained in section 913 has been 
omitted from the present section: “Provided that no fee or toll, which 
is not expressly sanctioned by this Act. shall be levied under any sueh 
dyelaw.” At first sight the effect of this omission would appear to be 
to legalize the levy by bye-luws of tolls and feos not expressly sanotioned 
by this Act, It seems, however. very improbable that the omission has 
been made with any such intention, ‘The cases in which tolls and fees 
may be levied are distinctly specified in the Act, and it appears highly 
improbable that there should have been an intention of giving, in 
addition, a general power of levying other fees. Supposing, however, 
that such feer and tollg could be imposed by bye-lnws, it does not 
appear that they could be recoveged under the Act. ‘They would not 
bb recoverable under kection 3). as that section only provides for the 
reoovery of fees due under this Aét. and a distinction must obviously 
be drawn between foes due under this Act and fees due under bye-laws 
made under this Act. 

Tt does not appear that the common Inw of England recognizes any 
general power on the part of Corporations to levy fees afd tolls not 
apecified,in their charters, In the cake of ‘Trading Corporations, the rule 
is clear that no such power exists, and as regards Municipal Corporations, 
it seems probable that the same rule would be held to apply ‘Thus it 
has beon held that © generally if a statute either incorporating a com- 
pany dv novo, or extending the powers, &e,, of a Chartered Corporation, 
prescribes certain regulations with regard to its dealings with the public 
on certain specified occasions, and for certain purposes, it in very doubt- 
ful whether the Corporation can enforce against the public any further 
regulations with regurd to these occasions and phrposes, by making 
bye-laws cumulative to the regulations imposed by Parliament,”—Grant 
on Corporations, p. 78. 

“So a bye-law may lovy a toll or tallage on the membrns of the Corpora- 
tion towards the nocessary expenses of the Corporation ; though clearly 
8 bye-law to levy money of the snbjects generally would be bad.” (Ihid.) 

On the whole, there dues not seem any probability that bye-laws 
imposing fees or tolls would be sanctioned by the Local Gogornment, 
Whether. if sanctioned hy the Local Government. they would be held by 
the Courts to be consistent with tho Act, is a question which appears 
to admit of some doubt. : 

‘Tho following provision of section 313 has also been omitted “The 
Commissioners may, from time to time, at n meeting as aforesaid, repeal. 
alter, or add to any such by-laws,” This has probably been omitted 
as unnecessary : ‘¢ivery Corporation too has aright. as of course, to alter, 
or repeal, the bye-laws, which itself has made.”—3 Steph, Com, 13,

“We are also of opinion that better provision should be mnde 
for the publication of proposed bye-laws within the Municipality. pre- 


vious to their being submitted to the confirming authority for sanction.” 
—P. Rep., 8. 0. 

The last clause oqnnot be taken to mean that the legality of the 
bye-laws shall not ‘be called in question in any Court. For it follows 
from section 350, that if a bye-law is inconsistent with this Act. or with 
any other general or special Jaw, it must be void ad initio, and the sct 
of the Local Government in confirming it must be ulfra vires. This is 
in accordance with the common law of England in which “the gonoral 
Tule is, that no bye-law will be held good in any Court of law or equity 
which is repugnant to, or inconsistent with. the laws of the land in 
any one igstance."—Grant on Corporations, p. 17. 

On the other hand, the Ie.cal Government is the sole judge as to 
whether the bye-law is a reasonable one or not. and this is, no doubt, 
what the section refers to. By the common law of England, however. 
“A bye-law, if unreasonable, will be held bad. although it may have 
been duly passed and published and notified to the proper authorities, 
and not objected to by them."—@rant on Corporations, p. 81.

It is obvious that the Commissioners have no power to levy fees without 
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distinet authority to do so. The therefore, said to prevail in 
some Municipalities of levying fees for the consecration of pipal or 
‘ther sacred trees on the sides of publio roads, is absolutely illegal. 


861, (372) If money be due under this Act in ect of 

Power to sell un- 8ny holding from the owner thereof, 
claimed holdings for on account of any tax, expenses or

Under tho corresponding section the surplus proceeds were repayable 
within three years, and if not claimed conld then be credivad to the 
Municipal Fund. Under the presenf sectiote they will be credited at once 
to the Fund, and the ordinary law of limitation is the only restriction on 
their repayment. Similar alterations have been made in all the seotions 
of the Act which deal with the matter of surplus prooveds.

To what clases of suits similarly worded provisions in other Municipal 
‘Acts apply. is a point which has given rise to a considerable amount cf 
judicial discussion, and to some conflicting decisions. ‘Thus, in 
Chunder Roy v. Balfour, 635, C.R.. 9 W. R., Bayley, J., held, that 
provisiows contained in section 87 of Act III of 1864 applied to a suit to 
recover possession of land. Rhear, J., questioned this, but concurred in 
dismissing the suit on other grounds. In Abhoyanath Bose v. The Chair- 
man of the Municipal Committee of Kishnaghur, 92 C. R., 7 W. R., 
Norman, J., hold, that the same section applied to a suit brought to: 
restrain the Commissioners from interfering with @ road claimed to be a 
private one. In Price v, Khilat Chandra Ghose, 5 B, L. R., App. 60, it 
was held that the same section did not apply to suits tg recover possession 
of immoveable property, but only to actions for famages. In The 
Municipal: Committee of Moradabad v. Chatri Singh, 1. L. R..1 All. 269, 8 
similar view wes taken. In Mayandi v. Mcquhac, 1, L. R., 2 Mad., 124, it 
was held that similar provision in Madras Act III of 1871 (section 68) did 
not apply to a suit to recover money due under # contract, a breach of @ 
contract not being a thing done under the Act. In Manni Kasanudhan v. 
Crooke, I. L, R., 2 All, 296, itw as held that euch provisions only apply to 
suits in which ‘relief of a pecuniary nature is claimed for something 
done under the Act, and for which’ the persons performing them are 
powsonally liable for damages. 

It may be now accepted as established law that the provisidns in 
question only apply to suite arising out of w pecuniary claim for acta 

lone by the Commissioners ‘or their subordinates, in excess of their 
statutory powers. . 
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The eating Bengal raling on, the subject will be found in the Full 
Bench decision in Chunder Sikur Bandopadya v. Obhoy Charan Bagehi, 
LL. B., 6 Cal., 8, from which the following extracts may be quoted :—? 

«'aethe relief’ which has been decreed in these suits is for the specific 
recovery of land, ircoapective of any dat for the plaintiff's 
session, we consider that the 87th section of Bengal Act III of 1864

‘Municipal Commissioner are entitled to the notice referred to in this 
section only when they have been acting bond fide, in the belief that they 
were exercising powers given to them by the Act.’

‘Act, they are not entitled to any notice —279 C. R., 9 W. R. 

‘A distinct notice of action is absolutely necessary. ®A. notice objecting 
to and asking for reconsideration of the order complained against is not 
sufficient.—92 C. R..7 W. B.

RULES FOR THE ELECTION OF MUNICIPAL COMMISSIONERS 
UNDER ACT III (B.0.) OF 1884, 


The 29th September 1884.—The following rules for the election 
of Municipal Commissioners in all Municipalities in the Burdwan, 
Pigott Rajshahye, Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, Bhaugulpore, 

Orissa, and Chota Nagpore Divisions (except Howrah and the 


apex} Election Rules, Bs) 


Suburbs’ of Calcutta), have been laid down by the Lieutenant- 
-Governor under section 15 of Act III (B-C.) of 1884 :— 


Of the Qualification of Voters. 


1. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who 
have resided within the limits of the Municipality for one year 
previous to the date of the election. 

2. Subject to the above rule, all persons who have, during 
the year immediately eereoting, the election, paid an aggregate 
amount pf not less tHan Re. 1-8 in respect of any rates imposed 
by the Act, and who havo been duly registered as hereinafter 
provided, shall be qualified to vate. 

3. Subject to the proviso contained in Rule 1, any person who, 
being a member of a joint unlivided family, one of the members 
of which has, during the year preceding such electifn, paid in 
respectgof any of the rates imposed by the Act an aggregate 
amount of not less than Re. 1-8, is a graduate or licentiate of any 
University, or holds a certificate as a Pleader or Mooktear, or 
holds any office or employment carrymg a salary of not less thin 
Rs, 50 per menscm, shall be entitled to vote. 


Of the Registration of Votersa 


4, As soon as possible after these rules shall have been pub- 
lished, the Magistrate of the district shall cause togbe prepared 
register of persons qualified to vote. Such register shall be pre- 
pared from the assessment lists, from enquiries made by persons 
speciully deputed for the purpose, and in such other manner as 
may appear expedient. Such register shall, from timetto time, 
be corrected and added to as the Mmsistrate may direct.
